Trump is Ist U.S. president to be impeached twice

WASHINGTON — No Republicans from Geor- 
gia supported impeaching President Donald 
‘Trump on Wednesday, insisting that the effort 
was rushed, politically motivated and not 
the way to heal the nation after last week's 
violent and deadly riots at the U.S. Capitol. 

Democrats and 10 GOP representatives 
from other states disagreed. They said Trump 
helped incite a mob and needed to be held 
accountable, even if that means a trial that 
begins after he is out of office. 

Among those speaking in favor of swift 
action against Trump, who became the only 
president to be impeached twice, was U.S. 
Rep. Lucy McBath of Marietta. 

“The president’s actions have laid bare 
his contempt for our Constitution, and he 
must be removed,” the Democrat said. 

The eight Georgia Republicans who 
opposed impeachment include some of 
‘Trump's most loyal supporters in the House. 
Six of them supported blocking Electoral 
College votes in Georgia and other swing

WASHINGTON — President Donald Trump 
was impeached by the U.S. House for a sec- 
ond time Wednesday, charged with “incite- 
ment of insurrection” over last week's deadly 
mob siege of the Capitol. 

With the Capitol secured by armed National 
Guard troops inside and out, the House 
voted 232-197 to impeach Trump. The pro- 
ceedings moved at lightning speed, with 
lawmakers voting just one week after pro- 
Trump loyalists stormed the U.S. Capitol 
after the president's calls for them to “fight 
like hell” against the election results. 

Ten Republicans fled Trump on Wednes- 
day’s vote, joining Democrats who said he 
needed to be held accountable and warned 
ominously of a “clear and present danger” 
if Congress should leave him unchecked 
before Democrat President-elect Joe Biden's 
inauguration Jan. 20. 

Trump is the only U.S. president to be 
twice impeached. The 10 Republican votes 
made the second time the most biparti-

Georgia reported the fourth- 
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CURRENT HOSPITALIZATIONS 
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For daily statewide updates, 
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worst rate of new COVID-19 hospi- 
tal admissions in the country last 
week, a federal report said, and 
the worst is likely still ahead for 
hospitals already overburdened 
by the fall and winter surge. 
“Georgia is in full pandemic 


resurgence and will experience 
continued increases in new COVID 
(hospital) admissions and fatali- 
ties,” the White House Coronavi- 
rus Task Force said. The report, 
dated Sunday, was obtained 
Wednesday by The Atlanta Jour- 
nal-Constitution. 

The report comes as the num- 
ber of people in Georgia currently 
hospitalized for the disease is at 
record highs, and as the feared 
but expected surge in deaths from 
the virus’s third wave appears to 
have arrived. 

The state reported 5,721 patients 


currently hospitalized for COVID- 
19 in Georgia about 3:30 p.m. 
Wednesday. COVID-19 patients 
make up more than a third of 
hospitalized persons in Georgia. 

The surge in hospitalizations 
has taxed hospital staff and 
resources. Statewide, nine out 
of 10 ICU beds are full and nearly 
half of the patients in intensive 
care have COVID-19, according to 
state and federal hospital records.
